The 
school room is furnished with 8 of Fowle’s Outline maps of the East- 
ern and Western Hemispheres, North and South America, Europe, 
Asia and Africa, and of the United States. The school is also furnish- 
ed with a small Globe costing about $7. The Globe is not yet dam- 
aged. The school room is not furnished with either clock or Ther- 
mometer. ‘There are 24 feet of Blackboard in the school room. The 
school room has arrangements for ventilation. The teacher has at- 
tended three sessions of the Teachers’ Institutes, and taught school _ 
several terms before this; and this is the first session in this district, 


REMARKS BY THE TEACHER. 


In closing my connection with this school, a few remarks may. not 
be inappropriate. My connection with the school has been very pleas- 
ant, and lam happy to say, that as far as I can jugde, from the ap- 
pearance of the scholars, their parents have encouraged them to be 
obedient, and attentive to their studies. To the Parents whose chil- 
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dren have beeit_under my instruction, I would say that I have en- 
Ueavored that they should learn those things which would be of prac- 
tical use. Believing, as I do, that they are of first importance, others 
are secondary. I have also endeavored to help them to an understand- 
ing of their several studies by presenting to them, practical questions, 
and departing, to some extent, as I believe, every teacher should, 
from text books. If I may be allowed tojudge, I think that the school 
has made good improvement, both as régards the progress in study 
and deportment; whether the order of the school, while under my 
charge, has been all that it should be, is for others tosay. Doubtless, 
my mode of government may be improved, but considering the con- 
dition of the school, at the beginning of the term, I hope that my la- 
hors have not been without some good effect. I think that the parents 
of the children in this district, have considerable interest in the school, 
but I regret to say that they have not manifested it by their presence 
in the school room. No man should send a child to school ten or 
twelve weeks, without visiting it, and showing, in the most effectual 
way, that he is interested in its course of Education. There isnot Black- 
board enough; more ought to be put up before another term. It has 
been very uncomfortable for the scholars occupying seats in the back 
part of the house. Much cold comes in from the cellar. Some ar-~ 
rangement should be made that this may be obviated.
